THE METHODIST CHURCH 


^^-^IN GETTYSBURG 


An Interesting History of the Local Congregation From 


Notes Compiled by a Former Pastor, Rev. M. L. 


Ganoe, and Brought Up to Date by the 


Present Pastor, Rev. Glenn. 


The 
following is a brief history ol 


Method!bin in Gettysburg. The facts for 
the earlier history are taken largely from 
a sketch written by Rev. M. L. Ganoe 
during his pastorate here, from 1874 to 
187B. The information, he states, is gath- 
ered from reliable fccmrces and is believed 
to be correct. 
A few changes have been 


made ia the arrangement ot the material 
and a ehort sketch added of the charge 
from Ruv. Ganoe'a time down to the pres- 
ent. 


The first Methodist 
ministers ever 


known to have visited tin's region were 
probably Bishop Fiancis Aebury and Kev. 
Freeborn Garretron. Tradition says this 
was in the year 1783, one year before the 
Methodist Episcopal church in America 
waa formally organized. Stated and regu- 
lar visits were made about the year 1803 
by JRevs. Joseph Stone and Daniel Fidler. 


In 1815 the tirat Class was formed, con- 


sisting of but a few devoted members. 
Its leader for some years was Rev. Ileze- 
kiah VanOredel, a local pieacher, then re- 
aiding in Ilunterstown. The following is 
a correct list of its membership in tbe year 
1818, as transcribed from the original 
class book, now in the hands of Miss Ann 
Newman, of York, Pa.:

It will be seen that at that time there 


were thirty members enrolled. The aver- 
age attendance phown by the class book 


the years 18IS and 1819 is just half 


the number enrolled. Bro. YanOrsdel, as 
eader, was succeeded by Bro. Wesley 
Woods in 1822, from which date a marked 
'ailing off in attendance is apparent, owing, 
nrobably, to the interruptions of chnrch 
Building. 


For several years at first the prayer and 


clasq meetings were held in private houses ; 
nost fiequently in a little white house on 
iialtitnore street at '.he time the residence 
of John Cogley. 
Preaching service was 


leld in the Court-house, then located in 
.he centre of the public pquare. 


In 3822 the first church was erected. It 


xmeisted of a neat one-story biick atruc- 
ure, 424 feet by 2,7t, costing between 
wfilve hundred and two thousand dollars. 
Within it was finished with gallery, box 
eats, upholstered pulpit furniture and in 


11 other appointments in a manner taste- 
ul and inviting. It was located on .East 
•liddfe street, on the opposite side and to 
he east of the present church. It is now

mentin the history of the Methodist Epi 
copal church in Gettysburg was the erec 
tion and dedication of the present enure 
edifice. Those who know its comparativ 
expensiveness, the financial weakneas 
the society at tbe time, the numero 
similar enterprises competing with it fo 
the patronage of the general church, ca 
only explain the wonder of its success o 
the ground that God needed it, and at 
cordingly honored his devoted servan 
with faith and resources to build it. Tb 
work was commenced under the Jeaderahi 
of Rev. H. 0. Cheston, in bis pastorate o 
1S70, and a considerable subscription si 
cured. 
But tbe plans were perfected an 


the enterprise carried to completion undo 
his successor, Rev. Jesse Bowman Young 
to whose efforts the success of the work 
mainly due. Among tbe manv devote 
helpers who, for their faithful labors, hav 
secured tbe lasting gratitude of the church 
none deserve more honorable mentio 
tban the then existing trustees : Job 
Laughlin, J. L. Schick, Peter Sheads 
John Culp, Wm.

The building was erected under the su 


pervision of Mr. William Slagle, of Han 
over, and cost $12,600. 
A large portion o 


this sum was contributed by the church i 
distant parts of the country, through tb 
efforts of John Laughlin and the pastor 
Rev. Jesse Bowman Young, and others 
But too much cannot be said in acknow] 
edgment of the sympathy and liberalit 
of other denominations, and also of th 
unbounded sacrifice of the good people o 
Gettysburg. 


The church building waa finished anc 


dedicated to the worship of Almighty 
God, Feb. 8, 1874 
Bishop E. S. Jane 


preached on the occasion and formall 
dedicated the church, Rev. Dr. Henry M 
Harman, of Dickinson College, with th 
pastor 
and the pastors of the otbe 


churches of the town assisting. Ther 
was raised on tbe day of dedication eigh 
hundred dollars, which, with the resource 
under the control of the trustees, wa 
deemed sufficient to cover all indebtedne: 


In March, 1874, Rev. M. L. Ganoe was 


appointed preacher in charge, with Rev 
Amoe Smith Baldwin as junior pieacher 
Rev. Ganoe served until March, 1877, o 
three 
years. 
At the beginning of th 


last year of his pastorate Gettysburg war 
separated from the circuit and became 
station,,as mentioned before. Rev. W 
A. Clippinger followed Rev. Ganoe am 
served for one year. Rev. J. H. McCord 
waa appointed March, 1878, and serve' 
until J880, when he was succeeded by 
Rev. R. H. Colburn, who served twi 
years, or until 1882, when Rev. P. P 
Straw! nski was appointed. 
He served 


three years. In March, 1885, Rev. John 
Vrooman was appointed and served unti 


7, when Rev. John R. Dunkerley cam 


and served four years, or until 1891. 
Rev 


W. H. Keith was appointed in March 
1891, and served three years. Eev. W. A 
Carver came m 1894, and was succeeded 
March, 1890, by Rev. Geo. M. Glenn, the 
present pastor. 


Concerning the principal revivals in th 


history of the church here it is exceedingly 
difficult to obtain reliable dates and fig 
ures. The first revival of any note oc- 
curred in 1826, one year before the organi- 
zation of Geltysburg Circuit, under the 
pastorate of Revs. Thomas McGee and 
Jacob Doup. About three score were con- 
verted and joined the church, among 
them Rev. Henry G. Dill. Then for nine 
years there was no great revival, although 
there were frequent accessions to tbe 
church. 


The second remarkable revival began on 


Christmas day, in 1835, under Revs. Rich- 
ard Bond and James Housewert. 
There 


were about one hundred souls converted at 
this time, among them Rev. William 
Guinn. 


Again in 1840, under the pastorate of 


Revs. Josiah Forrest and Wesley Howe, 
occurred a great awakening. 
More than 


one hundred souls professed salvation by 
faith and united with the church, among 
them Rev. Geo. W. Cooper, afterwards 
Presiding Elder in tbe Baltimore Confer- 
ence. Then again in 1844 an unusual re- 
ligions interest prevailed and about forty 
were converted aud joined the church, un- 
der tbe pastorate of Revs. Thomas McGee 
aud Thomas Reese. Kev. George Warren 
was among the number converted at this 
time. 


In 1847 another glorious work of grace 


prevailed, under Revs. Thomas Taneyhill 
and R. S. McClay, in which the church 
was greatly quickened and about 70 souls 
converted, among tbe number Rev. Wm. 
A. Clippinger. 


Under Revs. Horace Holland and John 


Thrush, in 1818, nearly fifty were con- 
verted and gathered into the fold. At 
this time Rev. John Hysinger, now of the 
Protestant Episcopal church, and soon 
after Rev. L. M. Gardner, of tbe Balti- 
more Conference, were converted. 


In 1852, under Revs. E. McCullum and 


Samuel Smith, a remarkable outpouring 
of the Spirit vieited tbe chnrch and scores 
were saved, among them Rev. W. F. Pax- 
ton, afterwards a Presiding Elder in tbe 
Upper Iowa Conference. 


Nearly one hundred were converted, 


mostly from the Sunday School in 1854, un- 
der Revs. J. H. C. Dosh and William Earn- 
shaw. Upwards o" sixty were converted 
in 1858, under Revs. John Bowen aud M. 
L. Drum, and in 1866 about seventy-five 
professed conversion, under Revs. S. L. 
M. Consor and G. W. Miller. 


In 1875, under Revs. M. L. Ganoe and 


A. S. Baldwin, sixty souls were converted 
and joined the church. 


These are among the most noted revivals 


that have occurred. Many less noted sea- 
sons of quickening have occurred under 
other ministers, the results of which are 
recorded only on high and will never be 
fully known by man until the judgment. 


It might be worth while to mention 


that during the pastorate of Rev. John R. 
Dunkerley there was a good revival the 
fiist year. It was under his pastorate that 
anew tin roof was put on theohurch build- 
ing, and a back porch and a back room 
over the kitchen built to the parsonage. 
During Bev. W. H. Keith's pastorate some 


pet were procured for the Sunday Schoo 
room, the parsonage was painted and othe 
improvements made at the parsonage 
Rev. W. A. Carver's pastorate was market 
by the ingathering of many valuable 
promising young people, the result of a 
very successful revival effort during the 
second year. Tbe first year of the presen 
pastorate a slate roof was put on the 
church building, a new Esty organ wat 
purchased for the auditorium and a fur 
nace was placed in the parsonage, all at a 
cost of about eight hundred dollars. 
The 


second year the auditorium was repaired 
frescoed, carpeted and two new furnaces 
placed in tbe lecture-room, at a cost o. 
nearly eight hundred. Toward these re- 
pairs and improvements the good people 
of New Oxford co-operated heartily and 
contributed generously. 
A gracious re 


vival occurred during the second year, re 
suiting in forty aco'ssiona to the churc 


Tbe Sunday School has been in active 


operation ever since its organization. For 
thirty-eight consecutive years, from 1851 
to 1889, with the esception of two sho: 
intervals of one year each, Bro. J. L 
Schick was the efficient and beloved Super 
interident. 
Since 1801 Bro 
Frank W, 


Mitten has been the faithful and devoted 
Superintendent. 


It would be interesting to know whether 


any other single appointment within tin 
bounds of the Baltimore or Central Penna 
Conference has raised tip and sent forth 
more preachers of the Gospel of Chris' 
than has Gettysburg. 
Truly in this re- 


spect God has ordained rtrength to come 
forth out of weakness. The large number 
of preachers, their superior talents and 
faithful work, are matters in which this 
small, struggling society may well rejoice 
The following list of preachers went into 
the traveling connection from Gettysburg 
Revp. Henry G. Dill, William Guinn, Geo. 
0. Little, Grorge W. Cooper, George War- 
ren, J. H. Clippinger, Elias Welty, W. F. 
Paxton, Samuel Kitzmille.- and H. N. 
Minnigh. These ten Methodist preachers 
were all natives of Gettysburg. 
Those 


not claiming nativity at Gettysburg, bul 
who were licensed by the Gettysburg 
Quarterly Conference to preach and recom 
mended to the traveling connection, were 
Revs. James H. Brown, Wesley Howe, 
Francis ,T, Boggs, Geo. A. Sigafoose, Geo. 
W. Miller, Leonard M. Gardner, Jonathan 
Gulden, Win. II. Dill and Charles T. Dur- 
boraw. Besides these nineteen traveling 
preachers who have gone out from here, 
there have been at different times belong- 
ing to this society and raised up out of it 
the following seven local preachers : Revs. 
Hezekiah VanOredel, Edwin A. Atlee, 
Charles Ziegler, Wm. W. Paxton, H. I. 
Smith, Thomas E. Snyder and W. H. 
Hougbtelin, making in all twenty-six 
ministers of the gospel. And what shall 
be aaid of the young women who have 
been taken from this humble society ol 
devoted Christians to be wives of ministers 
of our own and other denominations? 
Who can measure the influence of their 
pious and examplary lives on their preach- 
er husbands and the congregations they 
are called to serve ? 


The fire of Divine love kindled in the 


hearts of believers at this humble altar has 
been carried to tbe towns, villages and 
country places of our own and neighboring 
states by the many preachers and preach 
ers' wives raised up here; to the large 
and aristocratic congregations of tbe great 
iities of tbe east, west aud south by Dr. 
Geo. W. Miller, Rev. Geo. W Cooper, 
Rev. 
Leonard M. Gardner and others; to 


;he central and far west by Revs. Samuel 
Kitzmiller, W. F. Paxton, Chap. Durboraw, 
Wm. VanOrsdel and others ; to the great 
heathen lands of China, Japan and India 
by Rev. R. S. McClay, who left Gettys- 
burg for China in Oct., 1847, and was for 
many years a successful missionary in 
China and Japan, and by Mrs. P. M. 
Bulk, nee Mies Carrie McMillan, who 
went out from the Methodist church of 


ettysburg Oct. 11, 1871, to be a mission- 


ary in India. 
The following May she 


married Rev. P. M. Buck, also a mission- 
ary in India, and she and her distinguished 
husband are to-day among the foremost 
missionaries in India. 


We may also mention the fact that in 


ihe year 1832 William Nast, a scholarly 
Doling German and professor-elect in Penn- 
lylvania College, under the most distress- 
ug apprehensions of his lost condition, 
oined the Methodist church in Gettysburg 
and was enrolled on the ulass book. Sub- 
equenlly, in Ohio, Dr. Nast was joyously 
converted and 
became tbe apostie of 


Methodism to the Germans. He organ- 
zed the German Methodist Conference in 
he west and was for years editor of a 
German Methodist paper and of the Ger- 
man Methodist publications. 
Dr. Nast 


still lives, at the advanced age of uinety- 
wo. 
Nor has God forsaken his people here, 


le is still calling from their ranks those 
He wants to do special and heroic Chris- 
ian service. 
Within the past few years 


everal have become minister's wives; 
thcr young ladies have prepared them- 
elves to work for their Lord in the allevia- 
ion of human suffering as trained nurses; 
wo young men are attending college now, 
ne with the avowed purpose of being a 
VIethodist preacher, the other to prepare 
imself for Christian work, tbe nature of 


which is yet to be determined. 
Within 


he past year a zealous young man took 
is letter from here to join another de- 
omination, and is attending college pre- 
aratory to becoming a preacher of the 
ospel in that church. 
Has this society

two years ago, are 


preparing for a similar fight, their trnat 
being not in the Executive, but in the 
House Democrats and anti-Quay Republi- 
cans. They take courage from seeing that 
McCarroll Jury Empaneling bill ia travel- 
ing a hard road, despite its early successes. 


The proposed new law would establish 


an additional battalion of State machine 
workers by depriving the counties of their 
present control of the machinery for col- 
lecting mercantile taxes, and placing that 
power entirely in- the hands of the Audi- 
tor General and State Treasurer. At the 
close of this year two of Quay's principal 
friends, Auditor General McCauley and 
State Treasurer Beacom, would start the 
new machinery. The terms of mercantile 
appraiaera are reduced by the bill from 
five yeara to one year. By thia the Ma- 
chine could soon get rid of indifferent 
henchmen holding the place. 


The bill provides that each retail dealer 


or vender of goods, wares or merchandise 
doing an annual business of more than 
$1,000 and not more than $2,000 shall pay 
an annual mercantile license tax of $2, and 
all other persons so engaged and doing an 
annual retail business exceeding $2,000 
shall pay 75 per cent, additional for each 
additional 11,000 worth of buainesa done. 
Thia is taken to mean $1-50 per $1,000 ad- 
ditional. Each wholesale dealer ahall pay 
an annva! tax of 50 cents for each 11,000 
worth of bnsineea done.

Washington dispatch to the Herald says : 


President McKinley will have in his pos- 
session on Thursday next the complete re- 
port of the war investigating commission. 
The report will comprise about 40,000 
words. Attached to it will be an appendix 
of 500 printed pages, setting forth all of the 
testimony taken by the commission during 
its investigation. The several committees 
appointed to inquire into the different de- 
partments of the military service have 
completed their reports, which will be 
considered in executive session tomorrow. 


From the information I obtained today, 
lam able to give a reliable forecast of the 
report. It has been determined by the 
commission not to mention any names or 
to make any recommendations, but aim ply 
to record, under the head of each depart- 
ment and each camp, the inefficiencies and 
scandals which have been developed by 
the investigation, but the identification 
will be so complete that the President will 
be able to fix the responsibility. 


The charges preferred against the Secre- 
tary of War that he and members of hia 
family were interested in sites selected for 
camps and in contracts are without found- 
ation.

To Keep Troops In Tropical Climates Will 


Add £0,OOO NamoH to Pension noil. 


Under 
the 
arrangement concluded 


Thursday evening consideration of the 
pension appropriation bill was resumed by 
the Senate on Friday, Mr. Gorman, of 
Maryland, desiring to submit some re- 
marks upon it. 


After calling attention to the large 


amount carried by the measure—about 
$145,000,000—Mr. Gorman said that, not- 
withstanding the fact that 17 per cent, of 
our soldiers who had been and were still 
engaged in the war with Spain in tropical 
countries were suffering from illness that 
would make them proper applicants for 
pensions, no provision had been made in 
the pending measure for this increiise in 
the pension roll. 


Mr. Gorman was interrupted by Mr. 


Hale, who said that he had been informed 
by a prominent officer of the army that if 
our troops were not recalled from Cuba 
before June or July at latest the entire 
army on the island would be down with 
illness. 


Continuing, Mr. Gorman said that the 


war with Spain would swell the pension 
roll by at least fifty thousand names if the 
troops were not recalled from the tropical 
olime by September 1 next. 


"Within three years from this date," 


said Mr. Gorman, in conclusion, "the pen- 
sion roll will amount to $105,000,000 a 
year. If you add to that the cost of main- 
taining your army (a thousand dollars a 
man) the American Hepublic will in the 
year 1900 expend more for its army and 
pensioners than any other nation on the 
face of the earth. That is a fact which the 
American people will have to face, and 
they ought to know, now, in advance, 
what is coming to them if the schemes and 
projects that are being forced upon us are 
carried out."

g Manure on tlic Farm. 


To make all the manure that can be 


ussd on tbe farm is a point which we 
think impossible to attnio. When the 
farmer undertakes this heliads the worl 
is a progressive one and that it is difficuli 
to encompass it entirely. Where thi 
greater bulk of material is to be worked 
into manure is cornstalks the farmer in 
the com sec'ion knows that to put al 
bis manure under shelter hemustshec 
the whole barn lot. 
We shall be glad 


when we have sufficient buildings to 
shelter all our stock and ail feed produc 
excepting fodder. Some men who pu 
their fodder crops in barns and strongly 
advocate the practice, fail to comprehend 
the magnitude of the work until they 
get into a section of the country where 
the size of the corn shocks is almost 
beyond measure. 
It had been our prac- 


tice, for several years, to put the manure 
on the Melds direct from the stables; and 
by cartful management we are gener- 
ally ab'e to get it out when tramping 
will not injure the laud. Sometimes we 
may clear the stables when they do not 
really need ic and again it may be neces- 
sary to neglect thorn for a few days and 
they may become overly full of manure 
for convenience, but this state of affairs 
is piefrrable to handling the manure 
twice 
\Ve may think the labor of clean- 


ing the horse stables every day, as is 
piacticed on some farms, unnecessary. 
Tue stable room on many farms, if ar- 
ranged as it should be, will give to each 
horse a separate box stall. These should 
be well bedded witb straw and need 
only be cleaned when the weather is 
suitable for hauling the manure and 
putting it directly on the land. But too 
01 tt'n the straw pile is allowed to rot 
down in the field or the horses are oblig- 
ed to stand m filthy stalls. Sod land 
is undoubtedly the best place to scatter 
manure direct from the stable ; here the 
danger of loss from washing is reduced j 
to a minimum 
If the land is frozen 


when the manure is spread and rain 
causes it to thaw suddenly, the grass 
turf will have a constant tendency to 
cause the solid matter in the water to 
settle on the laud and a constant tenden 
cy to clear the water, leaving the dark 
coloring matter, the farmer dislikes so 
much lo see, floating away on the land 
The greater part of our land can be ma- 
nured without much danger of io?s 
from washing, still a part of it would be 
lost if the manure was spread on frozen 
icy soil. But this can be avoided if a 
little judgment is exercised. If the lane 
which is to be manured has an open 
porous soil the dauger of loss from wash- 
ing is very much reduced. Cold clay 
lands thataie water soaked will be bene- 
titted but little by manure scattered over 
them during the winter. 
The most 


direct way of escape for the manure scat- 
tered on tae soil is by washing away, 
consequently if we want to get the best 
results from manure scattered on clay 
laud we must get the laud in condition 
to receive the manure. On clay lands 
wnich are uncertain for grain crops on 
account of excessive moisture, we should 
not expect a profitable return from ma- 
nure spread on them in winter or any 
other time. If manure is well rotted 
before being hauled the volume to be 
handled will be largely reduced, but in 
scattering it, it can not be made to go so 
far. If tlie farmer has a manure spread- 
er the coarse manure can be satisfactor- 
ily scattered, but with a fork it is diffi<jult 
to apiead evenly ; His usually left too 
thick in placed. However, we get com- 
I'arjitivelv beltei results from manure 
scutleied on clay lauds when tney are 
propeily drained than we do from black 
lands 
Wa always aim to get our ma- 


nure from the lots and stables to fields 
as quickly as possiole. We also top dress 
the peimanent pasture during thesum- 
mer lather than have the manure remain 
in the lots to put on the growing wheat 
in the fall.—JOHN M. JAMISON m Prm

\ouis them in large quantities. Their 
vegetable food consists of grain and 
weed seeds. The grain, mostly corn, is 
eaten in winter and early spring and 
may be considered waste kernels. In 
bummer and autumn when gram is most 
plentiful, only a slight amount is con- 
sumed, this diet being replaced by in- 
sects. Tue fact that the meadow lark's 
tlesh is esteemed as a delicacy should not 
excuse the destruction of such a valu- 
able species.

Farm Kotes and Views. 


The Increased Vnlne of I-ana From Irri- 


gation. 


A plentiful supply of tnoisturo, and at 


tbe proper time, gives uot only the con- 
trol of the growth of crops to the farmer, 
but adds greatly to the value of the farm. 
In Europe large sums aie expended for 
irrigation, as much as SiOO per acre lieing 
applied for suppljing water, but such 
land at once becomes high priced. Near 
Valencia laud sells at from $700 to $900 
per acre, and at a distance brings $500 
per acre, while land not irrigated ie worth 
about $80. In the Valley of the Tagns 
irrigated land yields ten times as mueb 
aa that, unirrigated. In Lhia country irri- 
gating ditches in the West bring water 
from the mountains, but it is worthy of 
consideration to bring forth some nufittiod 
tor nae in the East, where rains'occur, 
but where drouths prevail some seasons 
It has been urged that irrigation is ex- 
pensive, but nothing is expensive if the 
results sought are accomplished. It will 
pay to irrigate in some localities, for, 
while the outlay may be somewhat large 
at the beginning, the arrangements uiay 
be such as to be permanent, the cost be- 
ing proportionately ledueed according to 
the number of years the inigating plant 
is operated. 


Just at this period of the year the 


country roads are almost iinpassable, and 
farmers are compelled to lose much val- 
uable time, equaling many times in val- 
ue the amount of the road tax. There 
is no tax that should be paid more cheer- 
fully than that for the improvement of 
roads, as there is no money expended Cor 
any purpose that brings in so much for 
the outlay as the road money. In some 
sections farmers are compelled to clear 
their fields of stone, while they travel in 
mud on the roads, though these same 
stones, which are worth but ii;Ue, could 
be put to excellent use- 


Any fine manure that can be spared 


may now be spread on the garden plot 
to advantage. 
If tbe land was plowed 


ast fall so much the better. Manure 
that is well decomposed ia uot so liable 
to contain seeds as that which is so 
ooarse. Ejrly in tbe spring, as aoon as 
t can be done, plow up the garden and 
larrow 'the land until it is as fine as ibe 
oil can be made.
